Iereas divers —— bearing an inward Hatred and Malice 
againſt Dur Perſon and Government, and ambſtious of Rule 
and places of Pꝛeferment and Command, have raiſed an Army, 

and are now trayterouſly and rebelltoufly, (though under the 

ſpecious pꝛetence of Our Royall Name and Authozity, andof 
the defence of Our Perſon and Parliament) marching in Bat- 
tell Array, againſt Us their Liege, Lozd and Doveratan, con- 
trary to their Duty and Allegiance, whereby the common Peace 
is like to be Wholly deſtroyed, and this flourtſhing omin 

—* danger to under the miſeries of a Civill War, if the Ma⸗ 

lice and Rage of theſe Perſons be not inſtantly reſiſted: And as 

We do, and muſt relie on Almighty God (the Pꝛotectoꝛ and Defender or his Anointed) to 

\ defend Us, and Our good People, againſt the Malice and Pernicious deſignes of theſe 
| men, tending to the utter ruine of Our Perſon, the true Pꝛoteſtant Religion, Laws

Nottingham, Where, and When We intend to erect Dur Standard all, in Our juſt and 
neceſſary Defence, and whence we reſolve to advance foꝛward foꝛ the eſſion of the ſaid 
Rebellion, and the Pꝛotection of Dur good Subjects amongſt them, from the burthen of 

which they cannot but groan, till they berelieved by Us.
